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Introduction 


University  College  and  Lincoln 
College  at  Northeastern  University 
have  a  long  history  of  providing 
quality  education  and  service  to 
adult  students.  A  pioneer  in  part- 
time  evening  adult  education  at  the 
turn  of  the  century,  Northeastern 
currently  offers  one  of  the  largest 
and  most  diversified  adult  educa- 
tion programs  in  the  country. 

University  College  offers  courses  in 
arts  and  sciences,  business  ad- 
ministration, law  enforcement,  and 
health  professions.  Lincoln  College 
offers  programs  in  various  en- 
gineering areas,  including  special- 
ized fields  of  engineering  tech- 
nology. Both  colleges  offer  an 
open  admissions  policy,  and  their 
programs  are  available  in  Boston 
and  at  several  suburban  locations. 
Registration  is  simple,  and  most 
classes  meet  only  one  evening  per 
week.

Open  Admission 

Our  open  admission  policy  allows 
you  to  enroll  in  any  course  with- 
out an  admissions  application,  en- 
trance examinations,  or  College 
Board  scores. 

Placement  Tests 

Placement  tests  are  held  for 
students  enrolled  in  English  1 
(30.305)  during  the  first  class  ses- 
sion. Some  students  may  be  re- 
quested to  register  for  Elements  of 
Writing  (30.304),  a  three-quarter- 
hour  course  offering  additional 
remedial  help  in  writing. 

Students  registering  for  mathemat- 
ics courses  offered  by  Lincoln  Col- 
lege must  take  a  mathematics 
placement  test  during  the  registra- 


tion period  in  order  to  be  assigned 
to  the  appropriate  course.  Students 
registering  for  Mathematics  1 
(10.627)  may  also  take  the  place- 
ment test  on  the  first  night  of 
class.  However,  students  register- 
ing for  College  Algebra  (10.607) 
must  have  taken  the  placement  test 
during  registration  to  be  admitted 
to  class.  Students  who  have  taken 
Introductory  Mathematics  courses 
10.681  and  10.682,  or  10.671  and 
10.672,  must  provide  evidence  of 
successful  completion  of  these 
courses  as  a  condition  to  register. 

Academic  Advising 

Part-time  college  programs  are  a 
distinctive  form  of  higher  educa- 
tion, attracting  students  with 
special  needs  and  diverse  interests. 
Advisers  can  discuss  courses, 
transfer  credit,  degree  require- 
ments, and  other  matters  of  in- 
dividual concern.  Advisers  are 
present  on  a  full-time  basis  at  the 
Boston  and  Burlington  campuses, 
weekdays  from  8:30  a.m.  until 
8:00  p.m.,  by  appointment. 

At  all  other  branch  campuses,  ad- 
visers are  available  by  appoint- 
ment during  the  times  classes  are 
in  session,  from  5:30  p.m.  to  8:00 
p.m.  For  an  appointment,  please 
call  617-437-2400.  During  registra- 
tion, the  advising  staff  is  aug- 
mented with  additional  personnel 
to  meet  with  incoming  students  on 
a  walk-in  basis. 


Academic  Policies  and  Services 


Full-Time  vs.  Part-Time 
Study 

University  College  classes  normally 
meet  once  each  week  for  two 
hours.  Most  courses  carry  three 
quarter  hours  of  credit. 

By  taking  four  courses  each 
quarter,  including  some  summer 
courses,  it  is  possible  to  graduate 
with  an  associate's  degree  in  two 
years  and  a  bachelor's  degree  in 
four  years. 

The  three-quarter-hour  credit  plan 
applies  only  to  University  College 
programs.  Under  curricular  revi- 
sions at  Lincoln  College,  a 
bachelor's  degree  may  be  earned  in 
seven  years. 

Transfer  Credits 

Credits  earned  at  other  accredited 
institutions  can  be  transferred  to 
degree  programs  offered  by 
University  College  and  Lincoln 
College.  For  a  credit  evaluation, 
transfer  students  need  only  submit, 
by  mail  or  in  person,  official 
transcripts  of  acceptable  work 
undertaken  elsewhere,  together 
with  a  completed  petition  for 
advanced-standing  credit.  A  peti- 
tion for  advanced-standing  credit 
for  University  College  may  be  ob- 
tained by  calling  617-437-2400. 

As  a  general  rule,  three-semester- 
hour  courses  taken  at  other  ac- 
credited colleges  and  universities 
are  converted  into  four,  quarter- 
hour  credits  to  be  applied  to  the 


appropriate  University  College  or 
Lincoln  College  programs. 

Transferring  may  be  so  easy  and 
profitable  at  University  College 
that  more  than  50  percent  of  the 
degree  students  in  University  Col- 
lege have  transferred  from  other 
institutions. 

College-Level  and  Proficiency 
Examinations 

Northeastern  awards  college  credits 
through  the  College-Level  Ex- 
amination Program  (CLEP),  and 
the  Proficiency  Examination  Pro- 
gram (PEP). 

The  programs,  designed  to 
recognize  students  for  their  self- 
education  efforts,  provide  ex- 
aminations in  many  fields,  in- 
cluding business,  humanities, 
mathematics,  natural  science, 
social  science/history,  as  well  as 
other  specialized  subject  areas.  For

Credit  for  NoncoUegiate 
Experience 

Students  who  have  developed  com- 
petence in  a  subject  on  the  basis  of 
life  experience,  career  experience, 
or  independent  study  may  petition 
for  credit  of  up  to  sixteen  hours  in 
either  the  Law  Enforcement  or  Arts 
and  Sciences  programs.  An  ex- 
amination is  required  to  obtain 
credits  in  the  Law  Enforcement 
program. 


Once  the  petition  is  approved,  the 
credit  is  posted  permanently  in  the 
academic  record  of  students  ac- 
cepted as  degree  candidates.  For 
further  information  on  receiving 
credit  for  noncollegiate  experience,

Matriculation 

A  part-time  student  enrolled  in 
University  College  can  become  a 
degree  candidate  (matriculate)  by 
completing  eighteen  quarter  hours 
of  credit,  including  the  required 
English  1,  2,  and  3  courses  (30.305, 
30.306,  30.307)  with  a  C  (2.0)  or 
better  average.  Transfer  students 
are  eligible  to  matriculate  after 
completing  only  one  course  in 
University  College,  provided  they 
have  previously  taken  the 
equivalent  of  English  1,  2,  and  3, 
and  have  accumulated  a  total  of 
eighteen  quarter  hours  of  credit 
from  all  sources.  Students  who  are 
not  interested  in  a  degree  program 
may  take  courses  on  either  an 
audit  or  credit  basis.
